PAPER TO COUNCIL 


J. W. Maddox and Mrs. 
Nelson To Oppose Plan; 
No Action Taken on 
School Contracts. 


Another $5,000,000 bond issue for 
Atlanta public schools was proposed 
Tuesday in a schedule offered to the 
Atlanta board of education by the 
administration department of the 
school system. 

The plan calls for additions and 
equipment for 54 white schools and 
a dozen negro institutions, and was 
submitted by Willis A. Sutton, su- 
perintendent of schools, in accordance 
with instructions from the _ board 
which were issued at the last meet- 
ing. 

Every school in the entire system 
would participate in the proposed is- 
sue, if plans of the department are 
carried out, and several new schools 
would be provided. Approximately 
$2,000,000 of the entire amount would 
be spent in perfecting the senior and 
junior high school systems. 

In offering the schedule, Mr. Sut- 
ton declared that although the $3,- 
000,000 bond issue of 1926 and the 
proposed issue he presented contem- 
plated a total outlay of about $8,- 
000,000, he cited the fact that there 
are now about 60,000 students in the 
Atlanta public school system and that 
the value of the equipment was esti- 
mated at only $7,000,000 previous to 
the 1926 bond issue, 

$15,000,000 Total Proposed. 

“The 1926 bond issue thus would 
bring the total up to about $10,000,- 
000, and the proposed $5,000,000 to 
about $15,000,000,” he said. “Kyen 
vestment of only $250 a student, while 
the average for elementary students 
throughout the United States is $350: 
for junior high school students $450 


and $600 for senior high sehool stu- 
dents.” 


Even if the $5,000,000 issue were 
approved it would meet the require- 
ments of the system only until Jan- 
uary 1, 1930, according to the esti- 
mates of Raymond R. Ritchie, as- 
sistant superintendent of schools in 
charge of business affairs. 

Approximately $1,000,000 a year 
should be spent in Atlanta. to keep 
abreast of the housing need of the sys- 
tem, Mr. Ritchie’s report indicated. 
; The board voted to refer the tabula- 
tion to the Atlanta bond commission 
and the school committee of city coun- 
cil for presentation to city council. 


Couch to Offer Paper. 


_ Alderman J. Allen Couch, of the 
fifth ward and chairman of the school 
committee of city council, will offer 
the paper to council at its next meet- 
ing and ask that it be referred to 
the finance committee. A special sub- 
committee from the finance body now 
is engaged in studying Atlanta’s needs 
with a view of offering the voters of 
the city a new program to be carried 
out from funds supplied by a new 
bond issue.

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SAGA OF TRAGEDY 
IN POLAR WASTES 


Dirigible Commander 
Tells Dramatic Story of 
Wreck and Struggle for 
Life of Survivors. é 


(The following dramatic story 
of the wreck of the dirigible 
Italia, the first full and con- 
nected account of the disaster, 
was told to Dr. Arne Ingels, 
United News special correspond- 
ent, by General Umberto Nobile, 
the dirigible’s commander, who 
is ill aboard his base ship, Citta 
di Milano, in the harbor of 
Kings Bay.)

Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, July 10. 

(United News.)—A colorful story of 
death and disaster, of intense suffering 
in arctic cold, of sacrifice and days 
of gnawing hunger—a story lighten- 
ed only by the accounts of the strange 
ferocity of a little dog against raven- 
ous ice bears—was told to the United 
News correspondent by General Um- 
berto Nobile, commander of the lost 
airship Italia, who gave the first full, 
connected account of his fatal, home- 
ward voyage May 25 after an ex- 
ploration journey ov the north 
pole. 

The dirigible, her envelope lacerated 
by a gale and her rigging weighted 
by ice, was plunging into the wind 
with her nose toward Spitzbergen 
when General Nobile found the air- 
ship failed to respond to her rudder. 
He ordered the motors turned off to 
avoid a fire. The craft descended 
rapidly, carried, backward by the 
wind. Then it crashed. 

Knocked Unconscious. 

Nobile was knocked unconscious as 
he and nine men were thrown to the 
ice from the shattered gondola. When 


he awakened he found Professor Finn 
Malgrem, Swedish physicist, and Cap- 
tain Adalberto Mariano lying beside 
him on smooth ice. 

Vineeno Pomelia, an engine man of 
the Italia, approached Malgrem and 
Mariano and bent over to assist them. 
He fell dead on the ice—the first of 
the nearly score of lives to be sacri- 
ficed by explorers and rescuers fol- 
lowing the Italian’s crash. 

The remaining men on the ice 
crawled into bed bags, injured and 
cold and apparently resigned to 
death, although later they _ regained 
their energy and made shift to fashion 
implements and a camp which partial- 
ly relieved their immediate wants. 
Malgrem erected a radio on the ice 
hummock; but after two days of al- 
most continuous calling into the void 
he lost faith in the device and despite 
Nobile’s advice decided to set out on 
foot for land. Mariano and Captain 
Filippo Zappi went with him. 

They left Nobile's camp May 30, 
short of food supplies, and with no 
adequate weapons. They have not 
been heard from since then—nor has

SMITH OPPOSITION 
IS GIVEN AS CAUSE 


Committee Will Be Called 
Together To Act on the 
Question of Barring His 
Name From Ballot. 


William D. Upshaw, widely known 
dry and former congressman from the 
fifth. Georgia conzressional district, 
has disqualified himself as a candi- 
date against Congressman Leslie J. 
Steele in the primary to be held Sep- 
tember 12 and steps to bar his name 
from a place on the ballot will be 
taken at once, it was announced, Tues- 
day night by William Schley Howard, 
chairman of the fifth district demo- 
cratic committee. 

Mr. Upshaw in a statement given 
out Monday declared he would wage 
a vigorous campaign against Al 
Smith, democratic presidential nomi- 
nee, seeking to defeat the choice of 
the Houston convention in Georgia. 

Upshaw Declared Ineligible. 

It is on this statement that Mr. 
Howard will insist that the committee 
“adhere to its rules and declare Mr. 
Upshaw ineligible to make the race 
as a democrat under the rules of the 
state democratic committee.’’ 

Rule No. 5 of the state committee, 
which governs Georgia primaries, 
reads as follows: 

“No person shall be deemed a can- 
didate in said primary unless he is 


legally qualified to hold the office for 
which he announced, and unless he is 
a valid member and adherent of the 
democratic party in both state and 
national polities . . .” 

Mr. Howard contends that Mr. Up- 
shaw by his announcemeut that he 
would bolt and openly oppose the na- 
tional candidate for president, has 
disqualified himself under the rules 
of the district committee, which em- 
bodies the same.conditions for .a ean- 
didate in rule No. 7 of the district 
regulations: 

“While I have not talked to a sin-

BY HEAVY RAINS 


Precipitation Mark of 
1928 Already Passed; 
1,000 Phones Are Put 
Out of Order. 


More Rain Predicted 
For Atlanta Today 


More rain is forecast today for 
Atlanta by Charles F. von Herr- 
mann, local meteorologist. Local 
atmospheric conditions were respon- 
sible for the almost unprecedented 
precipitations of Tuesday and the 
expectancy of another downpour, 
the meteorologist said. 

The weather bureau and the As- 
sociated Press reported that Atlan- 
ta’s heavy rains were not experi- 
enced at other points in the state. 
Tuesday's temperature ranges were 
between 68 and 82 degrees. The 
same minimum and maximum are 
probable today. The total rainfall 
Tuesday was reported to be 2.59 
inches. 


Atlanta Tubsday was swept by a 
rainstorm which came within a 
half inch of breaking a record for 
precipitation which has stood since 
January 1883, brought the rainfall 
for the six months and ten days of 
1928 to a greater total than that re- 
corded for the entire year of 1927 
and flooded streets and street inter- 
sections until street cars, automobiles, 
vedestrians and even fire apparatus 
were blocked and tangled in traffie¢ 
jams in dozens of sections of the city. 
Rainfall so for this year totals 34.90 
inches against 32.88 in 1927. 

The material damages brought by 
the rains and the lightning Tuesday 
included. homes and commercial build- 
ings struck by bolts from the black 


and threatening skies, high tension 
power lines which burned up and in- 
terrupted service in several sections 
of the city and surrounding terri- 
tory, disruption of service to more. 
than a thousand telephones an< heavy 
losses to crops. 
Two Inches of Rain. 


In 40 minutes just preceding 2 
o'clock in the afternoon, more than 
two inches of rain fell upon Atlanta. 
Lightning flashed across the inky 
black heavens, hitting trees, buildings 
and power [ines, and a barrage of 
thunder was laid down over 
city. Storm sewers were choked in 
a few mgjnutes and in many downtown 
office buildings, including the federal 
building on Forsyth street and the 
Gas and Blectric building on Mirietta 
street, floors and basements were 
flooded. 

One person was known to have 
been struck by lightning. Palmer — 
Allen, of 546 Barnette street, N. E., 
an employee of the Southern NStates 
Insurance company, was knocked un- 
conscious when he attempted to closa 
a window in the company’s offices 
in the Candler building. He was

any report come from the six men 
who were carried away in the hulk 
of the Italia when it crashed. 

Malgrem hoped to reach North 
Cape. Nobile saw him last heading 
in the direction of Foyn Island. 

Three days before this the Italians 
had killed a bear with a revolver at 
a distance of five meters, firing five 
shots into it. The flesh was used 
for food, the hide for bedding, being 
placed between the sleeping bags and 
the ice. 

Another bear approached the camp, 
but Nobile’s terrier, Titana, which 
had been behaving strangely since the 
crash—it was three days after the 
wreck before Titana would approach 
Nobile—suddenly attacked the animat, 
bit it insthe leg, and chased it away 
in great fright and confusion. 

uife at the encampment became erx- 
ceedingly difficult. The explorers 
made cooking utensils of petrol cans, 
but were handicapped for fuel. They 
even burned their expensive cameras. 

The food of the castaways consisted 
chiefly of bear meat and pemmican, 
wi occasional small rations of choco- 
ate. ) 

During the bitter nights Nobile and 
his. men often were awakened by 
beds sniffing at their sleeping bags, 
but the Herserker terrier, Titana, in- 
variably drové them off in fright. 


Got Extra Chocolate. 


Nobile was eager to establish radio 
connection with the outer world and 
when Gieuseppe Biagi, the Italia’s 
radio man, succeeded in communica- 
tion with the Russian station—the 
first connection with civilization—the 
commander of the Italia gave him an 
extra slab of chocolate. 

When the Italians sighted the first 
rescue airplane, that of Captain H. 
Riiser-Larsen, Norwegian flier, the 
men burned some of their raiment to 
attract his attention; but they fail- 
ed. Later they set up petrol cans to 
reflect the sun, hoping the aviators 
would be attracted to their position. 

When Major Umberto Maddalena,

Afterwards 
his necessarily slow and awkward 
movements about the -— disarranged 
the splints and caused the leg to as- 
sume an ugly position, into which it 
grew fixed as the days passed. 

Relatimg his,experiences, Nobile said 
the tent for the first four days—before 
Malgrem and two men left—was too 
narrow for them all, but they slept 
almost atop one another and thus man- 
aged to keep warm, :

Chicago, July 10.—(®)—Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh arrived here at 
7 230 m., from Detroit. He left 
Detroit at 4 o’clock in a mail "plane. 
He was alone. 

After partaking of a light supper, 
Colonel Lindbergh reentered his plane 
and took off. He headed in a south- 
east direction without disclosing his 
destination to field attendants. He 
was accompanied by a mechanic.

Heaviest damage from the down- 
pour during the last ten days has re- 
sulted in the rural districts, where 
crops have been hard hit, it was re- 
ported by C. F. von Herrmann, At- 
lanta meteorologist, and the state de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Weather statistics show that since 
the first of July Atlanta has received 
twice as much rain as usually falls 
during the entire month. These heavy 
rains are only local, Mr. von Herr- 
mann believes, although showers are 
being regularly reported throughout 
this section. 

Rainfall Heavy. 


A rainfall in excess of the normal] 
has been recorded in every month 
since February, and with the usual 
increase in precipitation during July 
and August, records of 50 years’ stand- 
ing are in danger of being broken. 
The Atlanta weather man predicted 
that unusual rains would continue 
for another day or two, and that nor- 
mal conditions would prevail after that 
time. Even the most severe dry spell 
could not counterbalance the large 
excess in rainfall that has _ been re- 
eorded during the first part of this 
year, it was pointed out, so that the 
annual average will be exceeded. 

Heavy damage to farm crops was 
reported here in connection with the 
unusually heavy rains of the spring 
and early summer, Mr. von Herrmann 
said. Grass and weeds are flourish- 
ing in the excessive moisture and are 
choking out the desirable plants. 
Farmers are finding it nearly impos- 
sible’ to plough and weed out their 
fields because of the soft condition 
of the ground. The growth of cotton 
also has been severely retarded by 
rains this year. Frequent washouts

of both its finance and executive com- 
mittees. 
“I am retiring,” he said Tuesday, 


“just because I feel that I have earn- | 


ed the right to take things easy from 
now on. I have stuck to my desk as 
hard as any business man ever did, 
and, as they used to say in east Ten- 
nessee, the time has come when I 
should ‘feed on soft corn’ for a while. 
“I am devoted to the interests of 
the bank, I love the people of At- 
lanta, and I expect to spend the bal- 
ance of my life here. I am simply 
easing down on routine work, but I 
expect, of course, to remain closely 
id-entified with the operations of the 
bank.” 
Atlanta has no more highly-esteem- 
ed citizen than Mr. Floyd.

ternational relations being conducted 
at the University of Georgia. 
“Taxation is a complex business 
and no system can long endure with- 
out efficient methods and capable ad- 
ministration,” he said. “The best tax 
laws will not work if poorly admin- 
istered.” 


Mr. Norman believes a state tax 
commission with ample power and 
machinery to function effectively “is 
necessary as a matter of efficiency 
and economy.” 

“The experience of our own state, 
as well as the other states in the 
union, has abundantly demonstrated 
that the administration and collection 
of state revenue cannot be entrusted 
to local officials. The local official 
is primarily concerned with local 
revenues and local conditions and in- 
fluences and the interest of the state 
will be secondary and subordinate.” 


Lack of Coordination. 


The tax commissioner said Georgia 
has “161 separate county boards, 
with .several hundred municipal 
boards, all guessing at values and each 
acting independently and without re- 


' 


gard to the work of other boards. | 
There is no supervisory body with | 


power to coordinate, standardize and 
equalize this work, 

“We have in the state capitol four 

offices or departments dealing with 
taxes, to wit; the comptroller general, 
commissioner 
commissioner and the motor vehicle 
department in the office of the secre- 
tary of state. 
“These four departments are largely 
independent and unrelated, with much 
overlapping and duplication. Not one 
of the departments possesses the 
necessary power, authority or re- 
sources to secure the best resulta. In 
addition, there are some 50 or 60 
boards and departments, each collect- 
ing and disbursing fees or collections 
of various sorts. 

“The approved method in the 
American states is to place the ‘ad- 
ministration of all state taxes and 
the collection of all state revenues 
and fees in the hands of a commission 
composed of three full time«members. 
This commission is usually vested 
with advisory and spervisory powers 
over local tax officials and local reve- 
nues. More than. 40 of the states 


have adopted this method of admin- 
istration.”

IT have just been reading the 
summary of a forum address enti- 
tled “Can a Mother Have a Ca- 
reer?” ete. Of course, the lec- 
turer, a woman, answers in the 
affirmative—they generally do— 
on the public platform, through 
the public press, in the salons of 
the elite and in the so-called high- 


brow magazines. 

Is not the greatest career that 
any woman can possibly have of- 
fered to her with the birth of her 


children ? 

The unfortunate women who 
have been afflicted with mother- 
hood are clamoring for “creative” 
work. It there any more exact- 
ting or more worth while “crea- 
tive” work than that of making 
good and useful citizens out of 
their children? 

The lecturer to whom I refer 
speaks of all the scientific inven- 
tions which have made housekeep- 
ing so easy. So they have, and 
we all should and do use them, 
but is there any scientific inven- 
tion which is a satisfactory sub- 
stitute for a mother when her boy 
or girl comes rushing home from 


minded people of the United States 
going to do about it?

It is needless 
to expatiate on this matter, since ev- 
ery happy woman pushing a baby car- 
riage down my street or yours, is its 
complete demonstration. Moreover, 
motherhood rightly undertaken, is a 
full-time task. It has its present 
rewards and its responsibilities are 
compensated by its future boys. Even 
its tragedies are hallowed by the ethe- 
real passion that sustains it. 


Yet if a mother can aid social life | 


without injuring her home I see no 
reason why she should not do so. A 
greatly gifted woman need not con- 
fine to the domestic circle talents in- 
tended for the enrichment of man- 
kind. It is, therefore, a matter of 
adjustment and opportunity. By their 
tactful use of these, many women 
combine motherhood at its best with 
fine service for the larger circle, and 
find them mutually helpful. Do not 
unduly concern yourself about the out- 
come. The flutter of disputation about 
women preachers, reformers and plat- 
form queens is nothing new. It 
flourished forty years ago, especially 
around one distinguished lady whose 
family lapsed in morals while she im- 
itated Mrs. Jelleby, “the woman with 
a mission,” . sketched satirically by 
Dickens in “Bleak House.” 


Nevertheless, human nature and civ- 
ilization usually synchronize. The 
example of women who grasp at shad- 
ows and lose the substance, offers no 
invitably fall into line with realities 
inducement to their sisters. Excesses 
after their spree is over. It will then 
be found that while some have suf- 
fered from these experiments far more 
have gained. Despite some adverse 
signs I am convinced that motherhood 
is entering upon a more intelligent and 
capable era, and that it will contin- 
ue to assert itself in its unparalleled 
ways.

NO SYMPHONY FOR CORPU- 
LENCE.

semble. Bad news, this, for the buy- 
ers. I wot, tho doubtless the cost of 
the extra material will be passed 
along to indulgent husbands and 
fathers who stagger through life car- 
rying accounts at the exclusive shops. 
Yet I was glad to hear that Mr. 
Whigsvelt had reached this conclu- 
sion, for it seemed to me that the 
phthisie or gastroenteroptotic _ sil- 
honette, the debutante slouch, that 
had been the craze so long, had be- 
gun to affect the personality, men- 
tality and character of the feminine 
sex and of some individuals who had 
probably» been intended by nature io 
be masculine, I hasten to add that I 
got this conception mainly from my 
correspondence with newspaper read- 
ers. Anyway, I was compelled to 
make a very rigid rule two or three 
years ago, at the height of the re 
duction craze, that no one should re- 
ceive any aid from me unless he or she 
first satisfied me that reduction was 
advisable in the interest of good 
health.

We 
use only the curd for the cheese, 
but it has to stand a few hours 
during the straining process. If 
there is. anything wrong about 
this method, can you tell me of 

a more wholesome way to sour 

the milk and quickly set the curd 

so that it can be strained? Please 
give your opinion of home-made 

Dutch cheese as a food.

Answer.—Made as you make it, 

Dutch or cottage cheese 1S appetiz- 
ing, wholesome and highly nutritious. 
The natural fermentation or souring 
of the milk (lactic bacilli multiply 
and ferment some of the loctose «t 
milk sugar, producing lactic acid) 
disposes of any harmful bacteria there 
may be in the milk. Vound for pound 
Dutch or cottage cheese gives more 
nutriment, energy, calories, digesti- 
ble food material, than beefsteak does; 
also more vitamins; and the dairy 
product favors normal] intestinal flora 
or the vigorous growth of bacteria in 
the bowel that render the soil un- 
fayorable for the bacteria or putre

Determined to wipe out liquor traffic 
in DeKalb county, Sheriff J. R. 
(“Jake”) Hall Tuesday placed county 
officers on the trail and brought about 
the arrest in Atlanta of M. G. Grif- 
fin, said to be the owner of the huge 


distilling apparatus recently seized in 
a fashionaltile residence near the 
Brookhaven Country club. 

_ Griffin is said by county authori- 
ties to have’ admitted he is the owner 
of the apparatus seized near the coun- 
try club last Thursday. He is be- 
ing held in default of bond in the ag- 
gregate of $12,000, to face the grand 
jury on charges of illegal possession 
of liquor; possession of the distilla- 
tion plant and for illegal manufac- 
ture of whiskey. 

R. F. Bennett, white, and Fred 
Bailey, negro, also are being held in 
the jail here on similar charges, hav- 
ing teen unable to make sufficient 
bond for their release when they were 
arrested on the Brookhaven premises 
last week. 

County officers Tuesday were in- 
formed by Sheriff Hall that he had 
received confidential information as 
to the whereabouts of the principal in 
the Brookhaven case. Acting on this 
information, Officers O. B. Rowell, 
Ww. A. Carroll, E, P. Holcomb and W. 
I. Phillips went to Atlanta. There 
thev were accompanied by two city 
policemen to 556 West Peachtree 
street, where the arrest of Griffin 
followed. 


Sheriff Works on Case. 


Sheriff Hall had been personally in- 
vestigating the Brookhaven raid with 
a view to arresting the owner of the 
apparatus. He worked all day and 
late into the night Sunday and Mon- 
day, and under his direction a close 
check wag made on the Brookhaven 
residence, where the raid had been 
made last week. 

Sheriff Hall’s officers, going over 
every inch of ground on the premises, 
came upon a man’s coat hanging in a 
room, in which they found a letter 
addressed to “H. J. Martin.” With 
the assistance of the owner of the 
property, who had leased the place to 
fm man who gave that name, and with 
the secret “tip” received—from a 
women, it was understood—by the 
sheriff, the officers were able to lo- 
cate the man sought.

Sheriff Hall, refusing to reveal the 
source of the information upon which 
Griffin’s whereabouts was ascertained 
Tuesday, declared that it had come 
from “a friend.’ The sheriff reiterated 
his intention of making DeKalb county 
“bone dry” and declared he intended 
to lend the county police his whole- 
hearted support in breaking up any 
liquor rings within the boundaries of 
the county. n return, he said, he 
expected the codpfration of the county 
police in bringing about an enforce- 
ment of the law which would make it 
virtually impossible for liquor trade to 
exist in DeKalb county. 

The recent capture of the Brook- 
haven outfit was the largest and most 
elaborate liquor plants ever confis- 
cated in this territory. With it were 
seized some 500 gallons of high-grade 
bootleg liquor, put up in bottles and 
labeled with counterfeit designations 
tending to give it the appearance of 
“old stuff.”

Brunswick, Ga., July 10.—Probably 
the largest celebration of the kind 
ever held in Georgia will be staged 
on St. Simons island tomorrow, the 
occasion being the completion of the 
coastal highway through the entire 
stretch of southern coastal Georgia 
and to the Florida line. 

While the road has been sufficiently 
completed to admit travel for some 
time, the celebration was arranged at 
a date when the entire work was com- 
pleted, and tomorrow thousands will 
come to Brunswick from Jacksonville 
and points south of this city and 
points north of here to Savannah. 

A full holiday has been declared 
by both Brunswick and Savannah, 
and from the latter city will come 
the largest motorcade ever sent to a 
visiting Georgia city, while Jackson- 
ville has announced that the largest 
motorcade ever to leave that city will 
also bring Floridians to the celebra- 
tion. These two motorcades will he 
joined along the highway at interme- 
diate points. Tolls over the Bruns- 
wick-St. Simons highway for the day 
have been removed and travel will be 
free. 

The program tm be carried out on 
the island will be a comparatively 
short one. The addresses of welcome 
will be delivered by Senator Walter 
F. George, Governor Hardman, Mayor 
Hornes, of Savannah, and Mayor 
Emanuel, of Brunswick. Harvey 
(jranger, president of the coastal high- 
way district, will make the principal 
address. 

Many Events Planned. 

There will be numerous amusement 
features. Boat races, swimming and 
diving contests, ete., have been ar- 
ranged, while 80 of the queens and 
maids who attended recently’ the 
Savannah water carnival will be spe- 
cial guests of the occasion. They will 
head the Savannah motogeade and 
while here will be guests of the Sea 
Island company. They will engage 
also in bathing contests and will be 
special guests at two or three delight- 
ful affairs arranged in their honor. 
A committee representing the Bruns- 
wick Woman's club has been named 
to act as chaperones for the visiting 
young ladies. 

The coastal highway _ stretches 
through the coastal counties of Chat- 
ham, Bryan, Liberty, McIntosh, Glynn 
and Camden and the road was made 
possible two or three years ago when 
the coastal paving district was organ- 
ized among these counties and a bond 
issue decided upon as the only manner 
in which the highway could be built. 
The election was almost unanimously 
carried and as soon as it was possible 
work was started on the highway and 
it is now the only all hard-surfaced 
road through the state of Georgia. 

In order to save distance and elimi- 
nate grade crossings, the highway was 
built over practically a new route 
from Savannah to the Florida line 
and an entirely new route from 
3runswick south. Wide rivers were 
crossed with expensive draw bridges, 
islands, on which automobiles were 
heretofore unknown, now have hard 
paved highways, creeks and streams 
were crossed and the handsome new 
draw bridges built where old ones 
once stood. All of this work has given 
the southern part of Georgia the long- 
est and best paved highway in the 
state and has likewise reduced the dis- 
tance between Savannah and the 
Florida line by some 20 miles.

SEEKING LOWER RATES 


Huntington, W. Va., July 10.—(

mise by nortaern and southern rail- 


roads for a 35-cent differential on 
lake cargo shipments, southern coal 
operators and their attorneys are plan- 
ning to hold a conference probably 
next week to discuss means of meeting 
the situation. Spokesmen of northern 
operators also have voiced disapproval 
of the compromise, claiming a 45-cent 
differential necessary for them. to 
maintain their markets. 

James D. Francis, chairman of the 
lake cargo committee of the southern 
eperators, said today: “I have talked 
to a number of members of our lake 
cargo committee and the general feel- 
ing expressed is that the increase in 
differentials to 35 cents on a prema- 
nent basis is going to be very hurtful 
to the whole industry on the lines of 
the southern carriers. The south- 
ern operators have not in any re- 
spect changed their attitude in regard 
to this matter. . 

They have always contended that 
with the northern fields back on a 
highly competitive basis, it would be 
possible for the southern fields to | 
maintain their tonnage on even a 25- 
cent differential. The southern op- 
erators generally feel that there should 
be no differential between these: dis- 
tricts on lake shipments, and that any 
differential whatsoever places the 
southern shippers at a disadvantage 
as compared with the northern ship-

IN DEANS WILL CASE 


The supreme court Tuesday handed 
down a ruling reversing a_ verdict 
of the Fulton superior court in a case 
brought to test validity of the will of 
the late R. E. Deana, of Atlanta, who 
left an estate valued at $100,000. The 
ease was decided in the lower court in 


favor of the heirs of Deans named in 
a will. This decision was against 
Frank Deans, a son, who appealed the 
yerdict to the higher court as a re- 
sult of the action of the supreme 
court. Frank Deans will be given 
another chance to present to the 
courts his claim toa share of the 
estate. 

In the supreme court ruling it was 
asserted that failure of the trial 
judge submit certain charges 
to the jury was the _ principal 
ground for the reversal. The charge 
requested, and which was re- 
fused, related to “undue influence’’ 
reghrding the making of wills and 
testaments as covered by the Georgia 
civil code. The claim of Frank Deans 
to a share in the estate was based on 
a charge that “undue influence” had 
been used on R. E. Deans to persuade 
him to exclude young Deans as a 
beneficiary in his will. 

Mr. Deans left a wilt which pro- 
vided for bequest of the bulk of his 
property to his mother, brother and

Answering the petition asking for a 
receivership, attorneys for the corpora- 
tion exhibited cancelled judgments 
which the’ plaintiffs petition alleged 
were pending against the concern and 
cited the reeord of the directors in re- 
ducing administration expenses from

Greenville, S. C., July 10.—(/)— 
After heated debate the Greenville 
county democratie executive commit- 
tee today voted, 34 to 19, to keep a 
“bholters’ book,” wherein the names 
of all democrats who express them- 
selves as favorable to Hoover or plan- 
ning to vote for him will be listed for 
“future reference.” 

The action contemplates efforts at 
the next state convention of the party 
to permanently debar from party par- 
ticipation all of this year’s bolters. 

Speakers for the plan declared it 
would keep wavering democrats in 
line. Those not in favor of the pro- 


posal expressed fear that it would 
cause many people to desert the par- 
ty who otherwise would support it

vote.

New York, July 10.—(Special.)— 
Both the stock and bond markets con- 
tinued today very sensitive to money 
market conditions. 

Following the weekly statement of 

member banks reporting to the 
federal reserve system showing an 
increase for the week ending July 3 
of $157,000,000 in borrowings from 
the federal reserve and an increase of 

7,000,000 in “all other loans” 
which include commercial loans, call 
money opened at G per cent against 
a renewal rate of 5 1-2. There was 
profit-taking in spots in the stock 
market, especially after the banks 
called $15,000.000 loans, in view of 
money niarket conditions , however, 
the stock and bond markets, while 
quiet, displayed remarkable strength. 

General Motors was again the lead- 
er of the stock market, showiug a 
further sharp price advance on con- 
tinued rumors of a stock dividend next 
month, 

Increase in Rate. 


Wall street was surprised by the 
increase in the Chicago Federal Re- 
serve bank rate to 5 per cent from 
4 1-2 per cent, Chicago was the first 
institution to start the rise in the rate 
from 3 1-2 per cent last winter and 
many feel that it is a further effort to 
curb speculation on federal reserve 
credit. 

Usually well informed Wall street 
people realize fully that a battle is 
going on between the federal reserve 
and some member banks on one side 
and on the other powerful stock mar- 
ket operators and their speculative 
following. More talk was heard in 
the financial district today of a 
further increase in the rediscount rate, 
especially at Chicago. There is no 
question that the federal reserve and 
some member banks are actively trying 
to curtail the use of reserve credit 
for stock market speculation. It is

“Wealth and Income,” divides the pop- 
ulation into four income groups—the 
poorest group, 65 per cent of the pop- 
ulation, receives 38.6 per cent of the 
national income. The lower middle 
roup, 15 r cent, receives _ ‘per 
sont of the ela The upper middle 
class, 18 per cent, gets 27 per cent of 
the income, and the richest class, 
per cent, receives 20 per cent of the 
income. 
Professor Irving Fisher, Yale econo- 
mist, takes issue with George Bernard 
Shaw for statements Mr. Shaw made 


‘in a recent book on the equal distribu- 


tion of wealth. Professor Fisher says: 
“Hetty Green and Russell Sage had 
the largest taxable income; but their 
actual income—what they actually 
used for their own service—-was very 
small. The bulk of their annual wealth 
was put back into industry. Henry 
Ford can use only a fraction of his 
income for food, shelter and other 
things, the balance going pack into his 
own industry. 

“If the’share of this largest class 
were divided up to imerease the share 
of the lowest income group, who ¢ccn- 
prise two-thirds of the population, it 
would not go yery far; and the funds 
continually invested in working capi- 
tal. extensions and improvements in 
order that industry might be carried 
on, would be less.” 

The problem of how national wealth 
and income should be distributed to 
give everyone a fair and equitable 
share is still a long way from being 


solved.

Call money—so named because it 
must be returned to the owner the 
same day he “calls” for it—touches 
the vital center of America's hiqt 
eapital, It is used daily by New York 
stock exchange brokers. Of the total 
of brokers’ loans about three-fourths 
is “call” money and one-fourth “time” 
money, 

Not only do the New York banks 
lend money on call for their own ac- 
count, but they serve in the position 
of agents in lending money for hun- 
dreds of banks scattered throughout 
the United States and other parts of 
the world. Also, many large corpora- 
tions which have cash on hand will 
send their money to New York when 
times are dull, to be lent in the same 
way. 

. * * * 

Of the $4,307,000,080 brokers’ loans 
July 3, less than one-third was for the 
account of the New York banks. The 
stock market, as late reports of brok- 
ers’ loans show, is supported in 4@ 
large part by the surplus money of 
the entire nation. 

There seems a general impression 
among bankers that the federal reserve 
authorities desire that the amount of 
brokers’ loans, now more. than one 
billion dollars above a year ago, should 
be reduced by at least that amount. 
Last week, instead of decreasing, 
brokers’ loans increased 147 million 
dollars. 

This total will be watched with 
great interest this week. If it in- 
creases again, money rates probably 
will stiffen. If it decreases, that 


will be in line with the federal, re- 
serve’s apparent policy of decreasing 
the present volume of brokers’ loans 
at least by one-fourth. 

With the volume of business gréw- 
ing in America as it is, and with new 
stock issues added daily to the New 
York stock exchange, it is difficult to 
say definitely how much _ brokers’ 
loans should total. Only a few years 
ago, when brokers’ loans reached $2,- 
500,000,000, they were considered 
much too high. But business caught 
up.

' Kitber fereign leans are not as 
popular with investors as a year age, 
or the United States is attempting 
to digest too many of them. Just 
now a large number of issues of for- 
eign loans offered during the last 
three months have not been sold to 
the investor. This has been a fac- 
tor in keeping up brokers’ loans? The 
records show that during the first 
half of 1928 there has been a decline 
of 268 million dollars of foreign bonds 
issued in the United States as com- 
pared with the first half of 1927. 


The U. S. Steel corporation wants 
the government of the United States 
to pay it back nearly 111 million dol- 
lars which it insists is an overpay- 
ment of federal income and _ profits 
tax paid for 1917. James A. Farrell, 
the president, has just issued a state- 
ment saying that it was necessary to 
file such a claim before July 8, or it 
would have been outlawed, 

Some idea of the earnings of Steel 
corporation during the war years can 
be had when it is shown that the net 
earnings for 1917 were $295,000.000. 
In 1918 the corporation earned $199.- 
000,000 net.

LOOMS IN GEORGIA 


Boll weevil emergence throughout 
the south and in Georgia has shown an 
alarming increase during the past 
week, private reports Tuesday indi- 


cate, 


Georgia, which July 3 reported no 


weevil infestation, 
emergence on many farms, Andrew M. 
Soule, president of the Georgia State 
College of Agriculture, states, 


is now reporting 


Following unofficial reports from 


government experimental 
throughout the south that weevils are 
emerging at an alarming rate, Mr. 


Soule telegraphed The Constitution 
Tuesday that there had been no evi- 
dence of weevil emergence on field 
plats at the college since July 3, when 
the regular government weevil report 
was made, 


North Georgia. 


North Georgia, however, reports 
sporadic infestation and south of Mad- 
ison emergence during the past week 
has been severe, he stated. Control 
has been thoroughly established in 
some sections, Systematic dusting 
has been employed against the parasite 
in the more seriously infested areas, 
Mr. Soule stated. 

The American Cotton association, 
with headquarters at Greenville, S. C., 
reports infestation general through- 
out the south, according to Harvie Jor- 
(lon, director, in a telegram to The 
Constitution Tuesday. 


‘Reports Halted. 


Mr. Jordon stated that emergence 
had increased rapidly since the federal 
report. The United States report in- 
dicated emergence had been so slight 
as to cause discontinuance of further 
weevil reports this year. 

Mississippi, with the exception of 
the extreme northeast section, is gen- 
erally infested, according to a report 
received ‘Tuesday by H. & LB. Beer, At- 
lanta brokers. 

The report is issued by the A. & M. 
college of Mississippi and is based on 
an investigation conducted this week 
by the state planters’ board inspec- 
tors. Out of 188 farms inspected in 
44 counties throughout the state, wee- 
vils were found in 42 counties and on 
151 farms. This is an increase of 55 
per cent in emergence over the preced- 
ing week. 

Private wire advices to Livingston 
& Co., Atlanta brokers, quote the Tex- 
az Agricultural and Mechanical col- 
lege at College Station, Texas, as re- 
porting weevil infestation to have in- 
ereased heavily in the past week. 

Weevil emergence is also reported 
serious in Alabama and Oklahoina, lo- 
eal brokers. say. 

Fenner & Leane, Atlanta, report- 
ed Tuesday that the government ex- 
periment station in North Carolina 
reports a rapid increase in weevil 
emergence in that state. Fenner & 
Beane also confirms the Mississippi 
infestation increase from _ private 
sources.

The day's trade news was mixed.

Late dispatches current told of 
black rust on head stems of wheat 
near Imperial, Saskatchewan province, 
Canada, and there was also reiteration 
of previous day's reports of black 
rust in Manitoba province. 

Official announcement, meanwhile, 
was received that a general sprinkling 
of stem rust had become prevalent 
over most of eastern South Dakota. 

Lessening of hedge selling against 
arrivals of newly harvested wheat at 
southwestern markets acted also as a 
stimulus to higher prices, and so like- 
wise did assertions that 350,000 Bush- 
els of new crop domestic wheat had 
been bought for export. / 


Liberal Flour Sales. 


Talk of liberal flour sales and of 
a better milling demand for wheat 
was also the subject of considerable 
notice. Evening-up of accounts to pre- 
pare for the government crop report 
this afternoon was an additional bull- 
ish factor. 

In the corn market all dips in quoe 
tations disclosed good buying orders, 
notwithstanding that weather condi« 
tions were favorable. Friends of high- 
er prices gave emphasis to current 
high prices for live stock, to scanti-« 
ness of corn receipts, and to assere 
tions that rural stocks of corn are 
the smallest ever known at this sea- 
son. Oats sympathized with corn and 
wheat. Choice oats in the sample mar. 
ket commanded 3e a bushel advance 
compared with future deliveries, the 
highest premium so far this season. 

For the most part provisions were 


easy, influenced by a setback in hog 
values.
